New Protocol includes 
substantial subsidy 
for sport facilities! 



One of the matters of grave 
concern for local sports orga¬ 
nizations is the high cost of 
electricity at sport facilities, 
which they often make refe¬ 
rence to. The high cost of en¬ 
ergy has resulted in many 
organizations refusing to or¬ 
ganize activaties in the eve¬ 
nings simply to avoid these 
high costs. 

Aruba currently has 36 ath¬ 
letic facilities each with their 
own illuminated fields which 
struggle from month to month 
to meet the high electricity bills 
to continue operating the facil¬ 
ity. The high electrical bills 
come from the use of the illu¬ 
mination of the fields at night 
time for different ball games. 
Fact is that most games are 
played at night, but regrettably 
because of the high cost of op¬ 


erating the lights on the field 
many games are no longer 
scheduled for the evenings. 

For this very reason, during 
the National Dialogue, it was 
proposed that a special tariff be 
implemented for athletic faci¬ 
lities. The proposal is to reduce 
the expenses relative to the use 
of the big lights that are neces¬ 
sary to illuminate the fields so 
the games can be played in the 
evenings. 

Hence, the National Social 
Dialogue proposed a substan¬ 
tial reduction in the electric tar¬ 
iff for these facilities. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, the next step will be to sit 
down with WEB and ELMAR 
and Utilities N.V. to decide 
how much the reduction should 
be and exactly how to factor 
this in.

No decision yet on Assange asylum, 
Ecuador says 


QUITO (AFP) - Ecuador's 
President Rafael Correa yes¬ 
terday denied a British media 
report that his country had 
granted asylum to WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange. 

"The rumor of asylum for 
Assange is false. No decision 
has yet been taken. Awaiting 
report from the foreign mi¬ 
nistry," Correa wrote on 
Twitter. 

Assange, 41, took refuge 
at Ecuador's embassy in Lon¬ 
don on June 19 to avoid ex¬ 
tradition to Sweden, where 
the Australian national faces 
police questioning over sex¬ 
ual assault allegations. 

But he also fears being ex¬ 
tradited to the United States 
to face charges over Wik¬ 
iLeaks’ publishing of a trove 
of secret documents, includ¬ 


ing information relating to 
the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, and countless 
diplomatic cables. 

Correa's statement came 
after Britain's Guardian 
newspaper said on its website 
yesterday that Ecuador was 
set to grant Assange asylum, 
citing an unnamed official in 
Quito. 

"We see Assange's request 
as a humanitarian issue," the 
official told the Guardian. 

"It is clear that when Ju¬ 
lian entered the embassy 
there was already some sort 
of deal," the official added. 

In an interview late Mon¬ 
day, Correa said he expected 
to respond to Assange's polit¬ 
ical asylum application later 
this week. 

"We expect to have a 


meeting no later than today," 
Correa said, referring to his 
diplomats in London. 

Even if his asylum request 
is granted, it is unclear 
whether Assange will be al¬ 
lowed to travel to Quito as 
British police are waiting out¬ 
side the embassy ready to ar¬ 
rest him for breaching the 
terms of his bail granted in 
2010 . 

He has embarked on a 
marathon round of court bat¬ 
tles, but finally exhausted all 
his options under British law 
in June when the Supreme 
Court overturned his appeal 
against extradition. 

The mother of the Wik¬ 
iLeaks founder met with Cor¬ 
rea earlier this month to 
discuss the fate of her son.

Syria’s former prime minis¬ 
ter, the highest profile gov¬ 
ernment figure to defect, said 
yesterday the regime was col¬ 
lapsing and controlled barely 
a third of the conflict- 
wracked country. 

’’The Syrian regime only 
controls 30 percent of Syria's 
territory. It has collapsed mil¬ 
itarily, economically and 
morally," Riad Hijab told a 
news conference in the Jorda¬ 
nian capital Amman. 


Harvard again tops China 
university survey 


SHANGHAI (AFP) - A rank¬ 
ing of the world's top schools 
compiled by a Chinese univer¬ 
sity has put Harvard first for 
the tenth year, in a list domi¬ 
nated by US institutions. 

The rankings of the world's 
top 500 universities, released 
by Shanghai's Jiaotong Uni¬ 
versity yesterday, have previ¬ 
ously provoked controversy 
for placing an emphasis on sci¬ 
entific research. 

Harvard University has 
taken the top spot for the life of 
the survey, which was started 
in 2003. 

Of the top 20 schools in 
2012, only three were outside 
the United States, including 
Britain's Cambridge in fifth 
and Oxford in 10th. The top 
Asian school was the Univer¬ 
sity of Tokyo in 20th place. 

The annual list uses six in¬ 
dicators, including the number 
of Nobel prizes and Fields 
medals won, the number of 
highly cited researchers on 
staff and the number of articles 
by faculty published in Nature 
and Science magazines. 

The top five this year was 
rounded out by Stanford Uni¬ 
versity in second, Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology 
(MIT) in third and the Univer¬ 


sity of California at Berkeley 
in fourth. 

For Continental Europe, the 
highest ranked was the Swiss 
Federal Institute of Techno¬ 
logy Zurich in 23rd place, fol¬ 
lowed by two French schools, 
the University of Paris-Sud 11 
at 37 and Pierre and Marie 
Curie University at 42. 

The list was originally con¬ 
ceived to benchmark the per¬ 
formance of Chinese univer¬ 
sities, amid efforts by Beijing 
to create a set of world-class 
research institutions. 

But some European offi¬ 
cials say the criteria neglect the 
humanities and are thus biased 
against Europe's universities. 

Greater China — including 
mainland China, Taiwan and 
Hong Kong — has no universi¬ 
ties in the top 100 but is second 
for the number of schools in 
the top 500 with 42, according 
to a statement released with the 
rankings. 

Mainland China's top 
ranked school was prestigious 
Peking University, which was 
in the top 200, closely fol¬ 
lowed by Jiaotong itself, beat¬ 
ing out Tsinghua University, 
which is often called China's 
MIT.

Old regime loyalists attack 
Yemen defence ministry 


BRASILIA (AFP) - A federal 
court in Brazil has ordered the 
suspension of work on the 
huge Belo Monte hydro-elec¬ 
tric dam in the Amazon, the 
third largest dam in the world, 
a court official said yesterday. 

The official said the re¬ 
gional federal court ruled that 
the construction of the dam 
across the Xingu River should 
be immediately suspended 
pending a congressional hear¬ 
ing at which the area's indige¬ 
nous people would be heard. 

The court noted that when 


Congress approved the project 
in 2005, it called for an envi¬ 
ronmental impact study after 
the start of the work. 

Under the law, the native 
communities were given the 
right to air their views in Con¬ 
gress on the basis of that envi¬ 
ronmental impact study, but 
this was not done, the court 
said. 

It noted that the Norte En- 
ergia consortium in charge of 
the project will be able to ap¬ 
peal the decision to a higher 
court. 

Norte Energia told AFP it 
was awaiting formal notifica¬ 
tion of the court ruling before 
responding. 

The court said the consor¬ 
tium was liable for a daily fine 
of $250,000 should it flout the 
order. 


Work began a year ago, de¬ 
spite fierce opposition from 
local people and green ac¬ 
tivists. 

Indigenous groups fear the 
dam will harm their way of life 
while environmentalists have 
warned of deforestation, 
greenhouse-gas emissions and 
irreparable damage to the 
ecosystem. 

Belo Monte is expected to 
flood an area of 500 square 
kilometers (200 square miles) 
along the Xingu and displace 
16,000 people, according to 
the government, although 
some NGOs put the number at 
40,000 displaced. 

The federal government 
plans to invest a total $1.2 bil¬ 
lion to assist the displaced, by 
the time the dam is completed 
in 2019.

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Former 
Argentine 
leader goes 
on trial in 
bribery case 

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - Ar¬ 
gentina's ex-president Fer¬ 
nando de la Rua went on trial 
yesterday, accused of paying 
$5 million in bribes to senators 
to pass a disputed labor reform 
bill in 2000. 

De la Rua, 74, who fled the 
presidential palace during the 
country's economic meltdown 
in 2001, appeared calm as the 
trial opened. 

He could face up to 10 
years in prison if he is found 
guilty of the charges, which in¬ 
clude "aggravated active 
bribery" and "misappropriation 
of public funds." 

The former president has on 
several occasions denied that 
he bribed legislators and 
claims he is the victim of a po¬ 
litical vendetta. 

The labor reform measures 
allowed firms to hire workers 
with fewer conditions for 
shorter periods of time. The In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund had 
made the reforms a condition 
for extending Argentina finan¬ 
cial aid. 

The scandal contributed to 
a political crisis and the worst 
economic collapse in the na¬ 
tion's history, which set off 
deadly riots that drove de la 
Rua from office. 

Current President Cristina 
Kirchner, a senator in 2000 
who voted against the labor 
law, is expected to give written 
testimony in the case. 

Former parliamentary secre¬ 
tary Mario Pontaquarto — who 
has confessed to the bribery 
scandal — is also on trial. 

Pontaquarto alleged that, 
acting on De La Rua's orders, 
he was in charge of handing 
$4.6 million to each of five 
senators so they would ap¬ 
prove the labor reform law. 

De la Rua resigned on De¬ 
cember 20, 2001, amid a vio¬ 
lent uprising in response to the 
economic collapse. 

The trial is expected to last 
six to eight months, with 
nearly 400 witnesses expected 
to testify.

DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syria 
said yesterday that interna¬ 
tional sanctions had hurt only 
the innocent and that the fate 
of more than a million people 
displaced by the conflict was 
"not a UN issue", in an appar¬ 
ent snub to the visiting UN hu¬ 
manitarian chief.

Minister Wael al-Halqi on a 
mission to discuss how to step 
up relief efforts as the country 
faces an increasingly precari¬ 
ous humanitarian crisis. 

Arab and Western sanctions 
on the regime "have only af¬ 
fected innocent Syrians," Halqi 
said, according to the state 
news agency SANA. 

Halqi said he had faith in 
"Syria's capacity to resist, to 


overcome the crisis and to 
bring about reconciliation, se¬ 
curity and stability across the 
country". 

State minister for national 
reconcilation Ali Haidar said 
his office's priority was to 
"stop the violence," and that 
the return of displaced Syrians 
to their homes was "a mission 
of the Syrian government, not 
of the UN or international in¬ 


stitutions," according to state 
news agency SANA. 

Two million people are now 
estimated to have been af¬ 
fected by the 17-month con¬ 
flict and more than one million 
are internally displaced as 
fighting continues in Damas¬ 
cus, Aleppo and other cities, 
according to Amos's office. 

"It is impossible to address 
a humanitarian situation in any 


region without taking into ac¬ 
count the security situation 
there and the violence that sur¬ 
rounds it," said Haidar. 

The office of the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
said yesterday that almost 
157,600 Syrians had fled the 
violence and crossed into 
Lebanon, Jordan, Turkey and 
Iraq, although many more have 
left but not registered officially.

Anti-abortion bus to target Obama 
in key US states 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
anti-abortion group plans to 
launch a bus tour next week 
through five key states in this 
year's White House race to 
highlight President Barack 
Obama's "extreme" record on 
the polarizing issue. 

The Susan B. Anthony List 
(SBA List) on August 20 will 
embark on a tour of 30 cities 
in five swing states — Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Ohio, Virginia and 
Florida — with a bus banner 
reading: "Women Speak Out: 
Abortion is Not Health Care." 

The bus passengers will call 
for the defeat of Obama and 
his "team of fellow abortion 
extremists in Congress" in the 
November 6 election, the 
group said in a statement. 

The group meanwhile 
lauded Paul Ryan, tapped Sat¬ 
urday to be the Republican 
vice presidential candidate, as 
a "longtime pro-life advocate," 
further cementing his popular¬ 
ity among the party faithful. 

The group accuses Obama 
of having expanded taxpayer 
funding of abortions through 
his landmark health care re¬ 
form, which allows federal 
subsidies to be used to cover 
abortion in cases of rape, in¬ 
cest or to save the mother's 
life. 

The 2010 health care re¬ 
form law — which will expand 
medical coverage to some 32 
million Americans — specifies 
that federal funds are not to be 
used to cover abortions for 
other reasons. 

The SBA List will also de¬ 
mand that the US government 
cut off funding to Planned Par¬ 
enthood, which provides dis¬ 
counted medical procedures — 


including abortions for as little 
as $300 — to low-income 
women. 

Republicans have long 
called for the overturning of 
Roe v. Wade, the landmark 
1973 Supreme Court ruling le¬ 
galizing abortion, and the 
issue is among the most polar¬ 
izing in American politics. 

Last week Obama sought to 
rally women voters by accus¬ 
ing rival Mitt Romney's Re- 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
American nuns in open con¬ 
flict with the Vatican over 
claims they have "radical fem¬ 
inist" views and have strayed 
too far from Catholic doctrine 
offered Friday to talk with top 
Church leaders. 

Nearly a thousand nuns met 
in Saint Louis, Missouri, for 
an annual assembly of the 
Leadership Conference of 
Women Religious (LCWR) to 
craft a response to a three-year 
Vatican probe that criticized 
them for taking liberal stances 
on contraception, homosexu¬ 
ality and the question of 
women priests. 

The Vatican's doctrinal 
watchdog, the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith 
(CDF), found that the nuns 
had "serious doctrinal prob¬ 
lems" and accused them of 
staying "silent on the right to 
life" and failing to promote the 
Church's view of heterosexual 
family life and sexuality. 

The LCWR, which repre¬ 
sents 57,000 nuns across the 


publicans of wanting to turn 
the clock back to the 1950s by 
limiting women's access to 
contraception and other serv¬ 
ices. 

Obama said a Romney re¬ 
peal of the health care law 
would deny vital medical serv¬ 
ices to women, including in 
some cases free birth control, 
breast cancer screenings and 
other preventive care insur¬ 
ance firms must now cover.

The US Church has been in¬ 
creasingly involved in social 
work and education, with nuns 
taking on areas previously re¬ 
served for men in the institu¬ 
tion, including marriage and 
psychological counseling. 

Some members of the US 
Church have also spoken out 
against what they view as ex¬ 
treme rigidity on questions 
surrounding contraception and 
homosexuality. 


US nuns ready to talk 
with Vatican after 
rebuke 



(AFP) - Nepal urged foreign travellers to take precautions 
against cholera after 13 people died in an outbreak in the 
remote west of the country. Visitors were urged by GD 
Thakur, director of the Himalayan nation's epidemiology 
and disease control department, to drink boiled or min¬ 
eral water and "pay attention to their personal care and 
hygiene". Nepal is nearing the height of its monsoon sea¬ 
son, when diarrhoea-related illnesses normally spike be¬ 
cause of contaminated water sources. Cholera is caused 
by bacteria in water or food, which has usually been con¬ 
taminated with the faeces of an infected person. If un¬ 
treated it can kill within a day through dehydration, with 
the old and the young the most vulnerable.

ISS crew to embark on two 
spacewalks in August 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Four 
International Space Station 
crew members will embark on 
two spacewalks to install new 
equipment and replace defec¬ 
tive installations, the US space 
agency NASA said 
Tuesday.Russia's Gennady 
Padalka and Yury Malenchenko 
will carry out a six-hour space- 
walk on August 20, the lead 
flight director for the current 
ISS mission, Dina Contella, 
told reporters from the Johnson 
Space Center in Houston, 
Texas. 

The cosmonauts, who have 


racked up a total of 12 space- 
walks between them, will in¬ 
stall a shield to protect one of 
the ISS modules from micro¬ 
meteorites and space debris. 
They will also reposition a tel¬ 
escopic crane. 

On August 30, American 
Sunita Williams and Japan's 
Akihiko Hoshide will leave the 
station for about six and a half 
hours to replace a faulty camera 
and cables. 

They will also install the 
equipment needed for the up¬ 
coming arrival of a Russian 
laboratory module at the ISS. 


This will be Williams' fifth 
spacewalk and Hoshide's first. 

The main challenge of the 
two missions will be to realize 
the tasks within the allotted 
time, said lead US spacewalk 
officer Kieth Johnson. 

In the first spacewalk, the 
most difficult task for the cos¬ 
monauts will be moving the tel¬ 
escopic crane, Contella said. 

In addition to the space- 
walks, the current ISS team is 
preparing for the arrival of four 
cargo vessels — two from Rus¬ 
sia, one from Europe and one 
from Japan.

Giant pregnant Burmese 
python caught in Florida 



MIAMI (AFP) - The largest 
Burmese python ever found in 
Florida has been caught in the 
Everglades, scientists said 
Tuesday, and it contained 87 
eggs — also thought to be a 
record. 

"This thing is monstrous, it's 
about a foot wide," Kenneth 
Krysko, the herpetology col¬ 
lection manager at the Florida 
Museum of Natural History, 
said of the 17-foot-7-inch 
(5.35-meter) creature. 

Scientists at the University 
of Florida-based museum ex¬ 
amined the 164.5-pound (74.5- 
kilogram) snake on Friday as 
part of a government research 
project into managing the per¬ 
vasive effect of Burmese 
pythons in Florida. 

The giant snakes — native to 
southeast Asia and first found 
in the Everglades in 1979 — 
prey on native birds, deer, bob¬ 
cats, alligators and other large 
animals. 

With no known natural 
predator, population estimates 


for the Burmese python in 
Florida range from the thou¬ 
sands to hundreds of thou¬ 
sands. 

They were classed as an es¬ 
tablished species in 2000 and 
are a significant concern given 
their numbers, longevity and 
prolific ability to breed. 

"It means these snakes are 
surviving a long time in the 
wild," Krysko said, noting the 
importance of finding such a 
large example of the species. 
"There's nothing stopping 
them and the native wildlife 
are in trouble." 

A rapid surge in numbers 
has led to recent state laws 
prohibiting people from own¬ 
ing Burmese pythons as pets 
or transporting the snakes 
across state lines without a 
federal permit. 

Florida also allows residents 
to hunt pythons in wildlife 
management areas during es¬ 
tablished seasons under a li¬ 
censing system.

Germany skirts recession as investor 
Petrobras confirms major confidence falls 
oil find off Brazil coast 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazil’s state-owned energy 
giant Petrobras says it has con¬ 
firmed the presence of signifi¬ 
cant quantities of light oil in 
deep waters off the country’s 
southeastern coast. 

The company said in a 
statement released late Mon¬ 
day that the high-grade oil was 
in the Carcara well, located 
230 kilometers (140 miles) off 
the coast of the Sao Paulo 
state, in the BM-S-8 block. 

The find had been an¬ 
nounced March 20 and drilling 
has been underway since then 
to determine ’’the total thick¬ 
ness of the oil reservoirs as 
well as the presence of deeper 
zones of interest.” 

It is within the so-called 
’’pre-salt” reserves, buried be¬ 
neath several kilometers of 
ocean, bedrock and hot salt 
beds. 

’’New oil samples were col¬ 
lected at depth of up to 6,131 
meters (19,000 feet),” Petro¬ 
bras said, adding that the sam¬ 
ples measured at a relatively 
light density of 31° API. 

The statement noted that 
the drilling has already con¬ 
firmed ”an oil column of over 
400 meters, showing reservoirs 
that are mostly continuous and 
connected.” 

Oil expert Adriano Pires, 
head of the Brazilian Infra¬ 
structure Center, said the an¬ 
nouncement was ’’good news” 
but cautioned that Carcara’s 
proven reserves were not yet 
known. 

’’The drilling has not been 
completed. The column is big 
but nobody knows the proven 
reserves, the results from all of

the drilled wells. There is no 
word on its commercialization. 
It’s all speculation,” he added. 

Pires recalled that earlier 
this month Petrobras blamed its 
second-quarter net losses of 
$663 million on the closure or 
abandonment of 41 drilled 
wells deemed not economically 
viable between 2009 and 2012. 

The National Petroleum 
Agency estimates that the huge 
pre-salt reserves, discovered in 
2006, could hold more than 
100 billion barrels of high- 
quality recoverable crude and 
could turn Brazil into one of 
the world’s top exporters. 

With planned investments 
of $235.5 billion through 2016 
for pre-salt exploration, Petro¬ 
bras hopes to double its pro¬ 
duction — currently two million 
barrels a day — by 2020. 


Rising exports and consumer 
demand helped inoculate the 
German economy, Europe’s 
biggest, against the recession 
plaguing many of its neigh¬ 
bours, but investor confidence 
is fading, data showed yester¬ 
day. 

The national statistics office 
Destatis calculated that Ger¬ 
man gross domestic product 
(GDP) expanded by 0.3 per¬ 
cent in the period from April to 
June, while the eurozone eco¬ 
nomy as a whole contracted by 
0.2 percent. 

At the start of this year, 
Germany had notched up even 
stronger growth of 0.5 percent, 
but the economic powerhouse 
is beginning to feel the effects 
of the long-running debt crisis 
that has pushed much of Eu¬ 
rope into recession.

THE HAGUE - The Dutch 
economy showed quarter on 
quarter growth of 0.2% in the 
second three months of this 
year, the national statistics of¬ 
fice CBS said in initial esti¬ 
mates published yesterday. 

This is higher than the 
growth recorded by France in 
the second quarter and slightly 
below the latest German 
growth figures. 

Compared with the second 
quarter of 2011, the economy 
contracted by 0.5%. 

The Dutch economy also 
grew by 0.2% in the first quar¬ 
ter of this year. Yet despite the 
light growth, the Netherlands

Dutch economy grows again 
in Q2 but eurozone contracts 
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British couple claim record 190 mn euro 
lottery jackpot 



LONDON (AFP) - A British 
couple have claimed a record 
prize in the EuroMillions lot¬ 
tery, officials announced. 

Adrian and Gillian Bayford, 
from Suffolk in eastern Eng¬ 
land, were the sole winners of 
the £149 million ($235 mil¬ 


lion) jackpot in Friday’s draw. 

Their jackpot beats that won 
by Scottish couple Colin and 
Chris Weir, who became Eu¬ 
rope's biggest ever lottery win¬ 
ners in July last year when 
they scooped 185 million 
euros. 


But the current euro conver¬ 
sion rate means the prize is 
worth less in pounds than the 
£161 million won by the 
Weirs. 

The couple had a one in 
116,531,800 chance of holding 
the lucky numbers. 

Across Europe, 14 tickets 
selected six correct numbers, 
and will win more than 
2,641,000 euros each. 

The EuroMillions lottery, 
launched in 2004, is now 
played by nine countries 
across western Europe: Aus¬ 
tria, Belgium, Britain, France, 
Ireland, Luxembourg, Portu¬ 
gal, Spain and Switzerland. 

Five of the top ten jackpots 
in the history of EuroMillions 
have been British. More 
British players tend to take 
part when the jackpot is partic¬ 
ularly large. 


Drug war 'peace caravan' woos 
Hollywood 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A 
"peace caravan" has reached 
Los Angeles in search of Hol¬ 
lywood support for its crusade 
to end to the US war on drugs, 
which organizers blame for the 
violence tearing up Mexico. 

"The artists are the opposite 
of the barbarity we are living 
with," said Mexican poet 
Javier Sicilia, who launched 
the campaign against the drug 
war in his homeland after his 
son's murder last year.

Sicilia led his protest cara¬ 
van across the Mexican border 
to San Diego Sunday, the start 
of a month-long swing to press 
his group's message that US 
drug polices are fueling the vi¬ 
olence in Mexico, where over 
50,000 have been killed since 
2006. 

On hand to welcome him to 
Los Angeles on Monday was 
Mexican filmmaker Alejandro 
Gonzalez Inarritu, the Oscar- 
nominated director of "Biuti- 
ful" and "Babel." 

"What unites us is grief for 
what Mexico has lost, which is 
peace," Gonzalez Inarritu said. 

The protesters, backed by a 
slew of civic organizations, are 
pressing for a change in US 
policy that would treat drug 
use more as a public health 
problem than a criminal mat¬ 
ter. 

They are also pushing for 


tighter controls on the sale of 
weapons in the United States, 
which the Mexican govern¬ 
ment says is helping to fuel 
drug violence on its side of the 
border.

Call me 'unique* not 
says Mourinho 




LISBON (AFP) - Real 
Madrid coach Jose Mourinho 
said Tuesday that he would 
prefer to be known as the 
"unique one” rather than the 
"special one" as a result of his 
achievements. 

"I’m the only one to have 
won the three biggest champi¬ 
onships in the world," Mour¬ 
inho said in an interview on 
Portuguese television channel 
Sic. 

"So whether it pleases or 
not, if one recognises my 
value or not... people should 
may be call me ’unique’ rather 
than ’special’ until someone 
else wins three champi¬ 


onships like me." 

It was Mourinho who 
proclaimed himself to be the 
"special one" when he was 
coach of English Premier 
League side Chelsea from 
2004 to 2007. 

The Portuguese coach 
joined Real Madrid in 2010 
and won the Primera Liga 
title in his second season to 
become one of the few 
coaches to win titles in four 
different countries — Portu¬ 
gal, England, Italy and 
Spain. 

He is also the only coach 
to have won two Champions 
League titles with two differ¬ 
ent clubs — FC Porto in 2004 
and Inter Milan in 2010. 

Mourinho coached FC 
Porto (Portuguese champions 
2003, 2004 and Champions 
League winners 2004), 
Chelsea (English Premier 
League title 2005, 2006) and 
Inter Milan (Serie A champi¬ 
ons in 2009, 2010). 

The 49-year-old said he 
felt "an enormous joy at Inter 
Milan" when they won their 
titles but insisted that his 
goals were shifting with age.

Bin Hammam vows to 
fight latest FIFA ban 



LONDON (AFP) - Qatar's 
Mohamed bin Hammam has 
insisted he will clear his name 
after FIFA's ethics committee 
opened investigation proceed¬ 
ings against him. 

The former Asian Football 
Confederation president was 
handed a lifetime ban from 
football last year after being 
found guilty of bribery by a 
FIFA ethics committee panel 
during his campaign for the 
presidency of the sport's world 
governing body. 

However, bin Hammam's 
ban was overturned by the 
Court of Arbitration for Sport 
on July 19 after his appeal was 
upheld on grounds of insuffi¬ 
cient evidence. 

He was provisionally sus¬ 
pended by FIFA's ethics com¬ 


mittee following the CAS rul¬ 
ing before the body opened 
formal investigation proceed¬ 
ings against him last Friday. 

Bin Hammam has pledged 
to clear his name, telling the 
BBC: "My legal team has filed 
an immediate response to the 
actions of the AFC and FIFA 
in relation to my latest politi¬ 
cally-motivated ban. 

The 63-year-old, who 
spearheaded Qatar's successful 
bid to win the 2022 World 
Cup, has always described his 
punishment as politically mo¬ 
tivated retribution for his at¬ 
tempt to unseat FIFA president 
Sepp Blatter. 

Bin Hammam was found 
guilty by FIFA's ethics com¬ 
mittee last year of paying 
bribes to Caribbean Football 
Union officials at a meeting in 
Trinidad while campaigning 
against Blatter. 

Jack Warner, who quit as 
FIFA vice-president after the 
scandal broke, told officials 
gifts of40,000 US dollars each 
and totalling around one mil¬ 
lion US dollars had come from 
Bin Hammam. 

The Qatari was subject to a 
30-day temporary suspension 
by the AFC, which was ex¬ 
tended worldwide by FIFA on 
July 26.
